I1 The officer who makes the investigation wil] report fully to the 
Assistant Commissioner all the facets discovered, and will state whether 
any and what application has been made to the civil authorities, and what 
action, if any, has been taken b} them, with the names of all civil officers

IHE Complaints having also been received that m some cases there 
are laborers to whom a share of the crop of 1866 is still due, Assistant 
(‘ommissioners will direct their agents to present the removal of any crop, 
unul the shares of the laborers shall have been aseertuned and assigned 
them, and in case of any dispute between the employer and the laborer in 
this parntion, and on account of the fact that the courts ot The States in 
this District are not open to persons too poor to give bonds, the mutter in
